MEMBERS FAIL TO REACH AN AGREEMENT

Affer Long and Heated Discasslon
They Finanlly Vote to Unrry the
Matter Over Untll the Next
Regulnr Meeting.,

After holding a eecrel measlon for two

the

hours last night, sltting as a committes of
tha whele, the oity fathers falled to reach
an agrecment on the electric lghtihg propo-
sltion amd as a last resource It was finally
deotded to postpone action until the regular
moeeting next month,

The meeting was held behind closed doors
In Mayor Jennlngs' private office In the city
buliding. Afer the several blda before the
council bad been thrashed over and over |
and eac’™y alderman appeared to have a dlf-I
forent opinion a8 to which was the beat, |
Alderman Shubert suggested that Bleetrician
Lovett bp asked as to his opinlon as to!
whioh of *‘the thres bhids” was tho lowest
and whether or not he constersd the lowest
bidder responsible, This roference by Alder-
man Shubert to ‘“three bids' was about In
line with the whole discussion, during which
the bids of the Councll Bluffs Gas and Light
company were practically lgnored.

Lovett, In answer to Shubert's query, re-
plied that his tabulation showed that the
bid of Draffen’s company was the lowest—
$104,000—and that the bids of the J. P. Mil-

ler company and the Steckner Contracting
company were respectively $112,000 and $108,-
000, As to the matter of the responsibility
of the differemi bldders, Lovett expressed
the oplnlon that under the sureties which
would be required any of them would be-
come responsible, Lovett also sald that |
Draffen’s bld was the only one that was in
strict compliance with the plans and specifi- |
ciatlons.

At this peint In the procesdings Alderman
Shuberl, who so far had doue most of the
talking, sald:

“Now, I want to do my best In thls mat-
ter and I don't want to vote to kill it to-
night, but I tell you honestly, fellows, 1
don't know just what to do; It beats me just
like everything to tell Just how to vote. Put
to get an expression of the council T move
you that the bids of Mr. Miller and the!
Seckner company be rejected and that the!
bid of Mr. Draffen be held over un:ll next
Monday night or until some other future
date.”

This motlon was seconded by Alderman
Casper, who many times during the discus-
slon declared that he would vote for the
loweet bidder *and I don't glve a 2--n wha!
he 15-0!

The mayor called for a viva voce vote and|
there were a few faint ayves and one br two
stronger noes. When the mayor called for'
ths noes there were no responses and tha'
motion was declared ecarried, It lonked ‘or
o few moments as If the whole matter was
settled, but #oon mumblings of disapproval
commenced to break forth and Alderman
Brough, who had not sald much up to this
point, took the floor and sald:

“Now, gentlemen, I don't ¥now much about
this thing, but I want to tell you this: Mr.
Draffen came to me the other day and told
me that if we would vote him this franchise
he would buy in the old plant and make a
new one of it. Now, I don’t know what you
gentlemen think about that, but as for ‘me I
don’t think the city wants that old plant. It
isn’'t worth the money."”

This brought forth the remark from Cas-
per thag he would not vote to accept the
plant of the local company even If it were
dooded ¢o the cliy free of cost. Atkins
chimed In with a very simllar remark.

Then the previous action was rescinded
and the vote on the originel motion stood
as fpllows:
nays, Sayles, Christensen, Brough, Johnson.

Then Atkins, with a good deal of feeling,
gald that if the majority of the aldermen
wanted to kill the entire scheme he was
with them. He had been studying for three
so0lid monthse and wus heartily sick of the
whole thing.  He said: “If we are going into
this deal why let's do It right away and If
wo are not let's kill the whole thing.'

Then Alderman Johnson, who was begin-
ning to think they had threahed the mat-
ter over, long enough, moved that action be
postponed until the next regular megeting
and on roll call the motlon carried by the
following vote: Yeas, Johnson, Brough,
Bayles, Christensen; nays, Casper, Atkins,
Shubert,

The aldermen then adjourned to the coun-
¢ll chamber, where the representatives of
the different firms bldding were anxiously
awniting them. A report of the secret ses-
slon waoas called for, but cach of the al-
dermen appeared 1o hesitate In making It
until finally Bhubert was called upon to do
#0, He sald: “Gentlemen, we have falled to
accomplish anything and after thoroughly
discussing the question we have declded to
defer actlon until the next regular meet-
ing, which will be a week from next Mon-
day."
